If we are not decided how 
to act toward each other, find 
oat how the Scriptures would 
have ns trust to God and He in 
His wisdom and love will do that 
which is best for us, 

The tribes of Israel did well 
when they called themselves Da- 
vid's "bone and flesh." So 
ahonld we acknowledge our rul- 
ers and thus show our willing- 
ness not to interfere with God's 
workmen lest we interfere with 
the will ot God.

Never 
slight your work. Every job you 
do is a sign. If you have done 
one in ten minutes see if you 
cannot do tbe next in nine. Too 
many boys spoil a life-time by 
not having patience. They work 
at a trade till they see about Halt 
its mysteries, and then strike for 
higher wages Act as though 
your interest and the interest of 
your employer were the same. 
Good mechanics are the props of 
society. They are those who 
stuck to their trades until they 
learned them. People always 
speak well of a boy who minds 
his own business— who is willing 
to work, and who seems dispos- 
ed to be somebody in time. 
Learn the whole ot yonr trade. 


One of the most important du- 
ties of the church and the Sab- 
bath-school is to train the young 
in habits of benevolent giving.

amount raised tor the expenses I 
of the school. This amount lias 
been reached by a gradual in- 
crease tor several years past, snd 
the superintendent well adds, 
"There is scarcely any limit to 
wbst superinteudentR and feath- 
ers can do, who have u mind to 
work" May there be runny 
more who hsvn that mind ! —
